The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9, 11, 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. Each of the following applies in all 

occurrences. 

The claims as presented are confusing regarding what is the sample. Terms 
such as material and sample and solution have standard art recognized meanings 
which are not consistent with the usage in the claims. One standard way of stating a 
portion of a sample is determined may be stated as "dividing the sample into aliquots" 
and then determining an aliquot. In general, the material being determined is the 
sample, not a material. No new matter may be added to the claims. 
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The following is standard claim terminology: 
1. A method for measuring a concentration of a sample in a solution, comprising: 

(a) dividing a sample solution into at least two aliquots; 

(b) measuring an optical rotation of an aliquot of the sample solution; 

(c) reacting the aliquot of the sample solution with a reagent that reacts to alter the 
optical rotation of the sample solution to produce a reacted sample solution; 

(d) measuring an optical rotation of the reacted sample solution; 

(e) determining a difference in optical rotation produced by the reacting of step (c); and 

(f) measuring the concentration of the sample in solution by correlating the difference 
determined in step (e) to a suitable standard.
